Mrs. Will McIntyre, a roomer 
in the Windham home on Rawls 
Street, reported that Windham 
70, was seized Saturday afternoon 
by an attack of insanity, the re- 
sult of a paralytic stroke, and| 


that he attacked his wife with a/| 
walking cane as she slept upon} 
the bed, 

Unable to restrain him, Mrs. 
McIntyre said she fled to a near- 
by feed mill for aid, and summon- 
ed officers to the scene. It was 
only after the arrival of the offic- 
ers, she declared, that he wags

At 11 a.m., when they returned, 
John Windham was found shot to 
death upon the hearth of the bed-| 
room. The rusty shotgun and the 
forked stick were near the body. 
Dr. A. T, Colley, who was sum- 
moned for an inquest, said that 
the farmer had been dead about 
two hours, 2 

It was reported that Windham 
had threatened to commit suicide 
on several occasions, and that ail} 
weapons had been removed from 
the dwelling as a precaution, To-

learning where lie found the shot-| 
gun, 

The tragedy was the third with- 
in a year touching the life of a 
daughter, Mrs, Billy Gilmore, of 
Chipley, Fla. Her husband was 
killed in an airplane crash at the 
iinterprise field last August. Six 
weeks ago a sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Robert Godwin, allegedly commit- 
ted suicide by jumping into a well 
at the farm home.
